tions Concerning the Allocation of Financial Aid for Poor Relief, 
‘to! persons who until October 31,1951 rceived aid from the State in 
the form of ration cards without _ permanent, financial aid, 


. According ‘to these Regulations cindgryvs: 49%hs deoucbebiva int 
financial aid instead of ration cards under the condition that they 
do not possess vital means for a living,that they are completely 
incapable of earning,that they are over 55 ( women ) and 65 years 
old( men ) respectively,that they have no relations who are ‘obliged 
legally to support them and have the means to do so.This aid can be 
allocated to women younger than 55 years who have children under the 
age of 7 and fulfil the above mentioned conditions, 


In regard to the Law the parents are obliged to support their 
ehilanen and their offsprings in straight descent ( grand and great- 
grandchildren ) and the children are obliged to sunvort their pa- 
rents and their ancestors ( ‘grandfanthers and grandmothers ; both from 
the fatherts and mother's side and brothers and sisters their brothers | 
and sisters so long they are minors,Stevfathers and stepmothers are 
obliged to support their stepchildren cso long they are minors except 
in the case that they have relations who are obliged to support them 
and have the means to do so. Stepchildren are obliged to support their 
stepparents if these had supported and taken care of them for a longer 
period of time,If the stepmother and stepfather have legitimate chil-- 
dren this obligation of stepchildren is joint with legitimate children, 
The husband is obliged to support his wife and vice versa,if he or she 
-have no means for a living or are incapable for work or are unemployed 
- so long one or the other have thenmeans to do so, 


In establishing if a person has not the vital.means for a 
living, in consideration must be taken all his permanent’ and occasional 
incomes as well as incomes of persons obliged to support this person, 
The District ( town and ward ) People's Council will deutdeiin each 
concrete case,if the inoomé established in this manner ensures natures 
the vital mindmum for a living,taking into consideration Local and 
other conditions which might influence the allocation of financial aid, 


Udder incapability to earn is understood : the loss of 75% 
of working capability to earn established on the Daeoe of a Medical 
Commission Certificate, 


Persons who fulfil these conditions will be allecated instead 
of ration cards a Mdnthky Financial aid up-to a maximum of 700 dinars, - 


The decision concernig allocation of financial aid is 
issued by ( District ,Town and Ward ) People's Councils competent for 
Social Policy activities »Complaints in regard to allocation of fin.- 
financial aid, the person concerned can lodge with the Council of 
National Health and Social Policy of PR Serbia in a time limit of 
three pare after the receipt of the decision, 


‘Financial means for the payment of this aid for the months 
November and: December 1951 must be procured by the District (Town and 
Ward ) People's Councils in the Estimates of their Budget of Revenue 
and Expenditure for the period November -December 1951,But if these 
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Estimates have been. shea established without the introduction 

of financial means for this aid,the District ( Town and Ward ) People's 
Councils will notify immediately in writing the Ministry of Finsnee 
‘of PR: Serbia concerning the total sum necessary for this purpose in 
the period. November-December 1951 in order that these financial means 
might be procured s: 


The Peole's Couneils sould agcompany the demande for alloca- 
tion of finaneial means with the data conoerning the number of persons 
‘po whom the State gave finaneial aid in the form of ration fards,as 
well as the number of persons who will receive financial aid according 
~ to: ‘these Regulations, 


These Regulations will be applied from November 1 “1951, 
Financial aid will be paid out in amounts esteblished according to 
thes’ Rekubattions, until new Regulations are issued concerning « line t- on 
allocation of financial aid to”Poor Relief,when the revision of all

‘80, When one takes intc consideration the relationship to date between the dis- 
trict and town committees constituted in the, distriot,° one is not at all surprised 
that the question is brought UDe 


Heretofore towns within the: consti tution of the district were dependent 
for “everythinc" from the district committees, from which they received the finan- 
cial means for various expenditure, even the most insicnificant, and were account- — 
able to then for practically every dinar, The small ineome whieh they had was so 
inconsiderable. that it was umble to cover even the smallest aduinistrative ex-

The new organisation of the loeal bodies of thé people's authorities and 
the introduction of the new planning and financial system will clinfnate this 
state of affairs, Naturally, deviations are possible here and there, but this 
will give towns the’ opportunity to correct’ mistakes which are detrimental to the 
ele” and other measures are envisaged which will render such inoidents inposs~_ 

ble. , 


When-the economic independence of future towns is under discussion, one 
thinks primarily-of ‘the budcct, as it ia the channel throuch which that. independ- 
enee finds an outlet, The opinion, which prevails in the country, that the dis- 
trict people's comittee will have such jurisdiction as to enable it uncontrmoli<d, 


or atleast to a prejudicial extent, to Interfere in the budgetary affairs of the--—-~ 


towns, is wrongs Should this cone "about, 4t¢ would in conflict with the ceneral 
lines of .the development of the people's "authorities, with the extension of ‘self- 
rovermént , with the. tendency for the setting up of communal communities, which 
should ensure even more widespread democraey and partial pation of the voters in’ 
the work of the bedics of, the people’ s authorities, This question has been solved 


' in prineiple. In other words, it is envisared. that the towns will. acquire reat 


er budgetary independence, in other words, that they themselves will acounulate 
finaricjal income and settle up expenditure, naturally within the limits of the 
social plan and legal reculations, Therefore the previously mentioned fear re~ 
treats, ft is necessary, however, to mention a few mere things as to how the 
extent, of self-coverment cranted tc the towns in reletion to metericl resources 
for future work, and the relationship between town and district are to be cor~ 
rectly ‘eatdated, Lo . 


7 The town is the politiccl, | ‘oultural, soeinl and economie centre of the 
whole district, Consequently its finoneial expenditure and Incone. must be fair 
ly large, beenuse it has to deal’ ‘with a-fairly complicated communal policy, to 
erect clinical institutions, provide ambulances, dispensaries, cultural institu- © 
tione, ete. And it can riz cht ly ‘bé said that these are both simultangously needs © 
of the town and conditions for ‘the development and better standard of living of 
the villare, For this reason the towns will. draw up their budvets independently, 
within the linits of the social plan, ‘The outlincs of the budget of the town will 
be defined by the social plan of the district, But the revenue required for this 
is inconsiderable. ‘The followin are envigased as sources of budretary incone: 
social contributions, income tax, death dues and tax on gifts, local contribu- 
tions, taxes, revenue of institutions, trade tax on specified produces. ind above 
all tolls and other local public dutiess 


4s a natter of fact social contributions,’ ag 4 source of revenuc, will 
remove a certain anquily which existed and still exists in the present orgfanisa- 
tion of the looal bodies of the people's authorities and in the former financial 
systema, In other words, there are in the towns various industrial enterprises 
which until recently - accordin: to their importance - were divided into feceral, 
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republiean and losal enterprises, With the transfer of the wanagenent of enter= 
prises to the working collectives, this division lapsed, and at the sane time the 
relationship of the enterprise and the whole working collective towards the cor 
-runal eomnity in whieh the enterprise was situated, was radically chanseds 
But, ag the working collective notunlly managed the enterprise, it was unable, 
except as rerards pay, to fight for the roising of the standard of living of its 
"members, because the standard of living is not dependent only on pay. It is a 
matter of the living conditions in the town, the situation in the narket, the 
laying of aqueducts, canelisation, the buildin of houses, conditions for cultural 
work and entertainment, ete, The enterprise contributed.nothing for oll these 
needs, with the exception of cases where the planning body, that is to say the 
operative ‘leader, approved funds for the construction of dwellings, This. state 
of affairs should. also be cdrrectly dealt with by the new organisation, that is to 
‘gay the introduction of the new plennince and finanelal syater, Feononie unite, 
socialist ceononie onterprises under the jurisdiction of town and district, will 
be under an obligation. to set aside an anount for social contributions and to pay 
‘at to the authorities for the needs of the soeial ¢cormmnity. This means that 
social contributions will be introgueed as. revenue into the budget of the 
authorities under whose jurisdiction they come, -The percentare to be allocated 
to the. federal and republican buisets and the budeet of the local authorities, 
will be fixed by the social plan of the FPRY, and in the case of the budgets of 
towns and.cities by the social plan of the: district, or the republic. - 


‘A ginilar procedure is to be adopted in fixins the vereentage as regards 
the distribution of oncome from taxes in revenue, 1s for duty on inheritances 
and gifts, they will count as ingone in the budget of district and town,’ and a 
“pereentare will be allocated then by the social plan of. the. district. ‘Revenue 
fron ‘state bodies and institutions will go into the budvet from-which they are 
financed, The budget of ‘the people's republic, district and town will alsa ree 
ceive income from taxes and trade taxes on produce, but there is also the possi~ 
pility of a-percentage of the tax bein: paid into the federal budcet. ‘Little 
need be said about local contributions, This institution has already shown how 
useful. it is, The people's comittecs will still be Able to benefit from it, 
especially should the voters accept. ite But the question of logal tolls and 
other public duties particularly demnds correct trentient. OT 
These sources of budgetary. ingone already elearly show that the distriet 
‘and town, people's comilttees will ‘have a strong material basis for future work, 
which will enable them to deal with those problens which require Larger monetary 
expenditure, It is understandablé that there will also be such district (town) 
committees under whose jurisdiction there are no larce econonie enterprises as 
they are in passive and economically undeveloped ares, They, ofcourse, will 
not possess such budgetary income oF will offset thelr needs on the terraln, 

They will, nevertheless, not. be Left to thersetves. To date certain passive dis~ 
tricts, and even republics, h:ve been netertally helped. And the sane will be 
_ true in the future, Contributions from the budrets of. the people's republies 
WLLL be allocated to economleally. undeveloped areas, or districts. Similarly, 
higher people's comuittees, that 1s to say districts, can set aside in their . 
budgets funds for certain people's comuttees or municipalities in their terri- 
tory. In this way material conditions wil] be available for economic and eultur 
al. development even in such rerions. The possibility is not overlooked of sone 


future law which may envisage further revenue for town and districte | 


Therefore, within the linits of the social plan of the (istrict, 
financial income under the jurisciction of a town constituted in a district 
will be collected by the town for itself, and the anne will apply to the dis- 
trict, The criticism of people on the spot, however, ig based upon the fact 
that the sources of revenue of the towns will be "prescribed by the social plan 
of the district". They are afraid that the district committee will, always see 
to it that it retains the lion's share of budgetary revenue, If it were left: 
exclusively to the district coumittees to polve such delicete questions, probab- 
ly things would turn out like this. Gonrades fromthe town cormittees, however, 
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‘which are included in the constitution of the district, forzet the most important , 
fact which will render this impossible = the law. The law will precisely define 
the rights of the distriot cormittee as.regards finaneial questions. Furthermore 
the social plan of the republie will lay down the percentares of certain sources 
of income for the budget of the district people's committec. One must also bear 
in mind that new laws on people's corruittees will soon be passed, probably 
dealing with this question as well. 


_ The partioular institution which will most precisely define the rirhts 
and duties of district and town péople's committees and villace municipalities as 
well, is the statute of the people's committee, Just because of its importance 
for the future work of the local bodies of the peoplets authorities, a few words 
nust.be said about it, especially as they are already being prepared. 


-The statute of the people's cormittee is in fact "a small ccnstitution" 
for losal conditio eit should define its authorities, principles of work, 
rights and duties offedmnittee., its relationship to the town, or of the latter 
to the district comuittee, The question of the ratification of the social plan 
of the district will be settled by it (insofar as it is a statute of the district 
people's committee), and by the same token the percentage of budgetary income for 
the town cormittee, In short, the statute will reflect the economie, cultural, 
edueational and social and corrunal structure of the local body of the people's 
authority. nd when one bears all this in mind, «ne then understands why the 
praesidiuis of the peoplets assemblies will authorise the statutes. _Henee the 
statute will not be a neans of "lesalisine" irrecular relations towards the town, 
or of truncating their richts and independence in works 


‘There is no doubt that the new organisation of the local bodies of the 
people's authority and the introduction of the new planning and financial systcm 
will define the correct place and rightful role of all people's cormittees at the 
present stare of development of our country. Because the only correct and need~ 
ful road leads to the achievenent of still ereater self-coverment, to more ex- 
tensive democracy in the treatment of town and district questions ~ to the creation 
of cominal cormunities as referred to by Marx, There is therefore no foundation 
for the opinion of individuals that the district will "swallow" the smaller towns, 
but, on the contrary, only the association of town and district will offer oppor- 
tunities for the still more successful work of the local bodies of the people's 
authority in the achievenent of better living conditions for the workerse

‘The local 
authorities call such persons to the police stations and show them 
a Be of Hungary on which names of certain places are marked; these 
people are then asked to choose the place of their future residences 
They have to say right on the spot where they want to go and have 
to leave for tueir new destination within forty-eight hours. 


Of late there has been a disappeerance of Hungarian skilled 
labourers who are taken during the night to unknown places and 
their families are not notified where they have been taken. Since 


in such cases the houses are not searched nor are measures taken 
against their families, it is presumed that the Hungarian skilled 
labourers are being takén to work in the USSR,

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SLOVENIAN JURISTS PROTEST OVER THE TRIAL IN LUCCA 


(Tjubljana, 13th Novenber) ~ 


The Association of Jurists of the PR Slovenia hes passed a 
resolution at a special meeting condemning most severely the 
trial which is taking. place in Italy of 52 veterans of the Itclian 
partisan division "Garbaldi." It is said in the resolution that 
the trial represents « violation of the provisions of Article 10 
of the Peace Treaty with Italy under which Italy is obligated not 
to persecute or trouble the Italian citizens, particularly members 
of the armed forces, for the reason that during the period between 
July 10, 1940 and the date of the entry into force of the Peace: 
Treaty they had expressed sympathies for the cause of the Allied 
Forces or carried out activities in favour of the Allies. The 
resolution also protests over the intention of the Italian author- 
ities to stage similar trials of the Slovenes who fought during 
_the wor as members of partisan units in Venezia Giulia. ( Tanjug)

Very soon a group of 416 children of German nationality will 
be sent from Yugoslavia to join their parents in austria anc Germany 
who, during the war or after it, left our country. The children 
will leave in two groups on November 24 and December 8. The 
children will be handed over at Bled in the presence of a commission 
eemngsed of the International, Yugoslav, German and Austrian Red 
Cress Socletics, 


The children are now living in children's homes or with their 
close relatives. The Yugoslav Red Cross is meking preperations 
for the departure of the children. Hitherto a total of 357? children 
heave been returned to their parents in Germany and Austria.

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‘Even at the price of prophecyinz the crumbling of Stalinist 
authority, they qualify gtalinism as an innocent lamb, Perhans it is 
possible in this way to deceive some honest working man in the West 
who has understood "Stalinist socialism" but is not as yet clear about 
the'whole world situation. Is not this attitude of the Trotskyists 
calculated finally to demobilise the workers of the Western. countrics 
from preparations which are undertaken for the defence of national 
independence. This is in fact clearly shown by the invitation and’ 


the appeal of "this contréess addressed tothe workers of Germany as 


well.as to the workers of the Western countries to struagle against 
defensive measures which are being undertaken in these countries in 
case of an eventual great-Russian aggression. However, this cohgress 
of Trotskyists does not stop there. It goes a step further. Not only 
is the azzressive policy of the Soviet Union masked with the love of 
peace or ineapability for aggression, but openly stands by the side of 
this zreat Russian policy.

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NEW PROVOCATIONS BY_THE ORGANS OF THE HUNGARIAN GOVERNMENT 
Evidence of tha Ageressive-pressure Policy 


While the Soviet, Delegate Malik is denying Yugoslav charges 
of aggression by the USSR and her satellites against Yugoslavia at 
the UN General Assembly, there are constant criminal attacks on 
the peaceful frontier guards of Yugoslavia by ner Soviet satellite 
neighbors. As of now the Hungarian Cominformists head the list of 
provocations, espionage and warmongering propaganda against Tugo- 
slevia. On the Hungarian-Yugoslav border there are daily recordings 
of incidents which are aimed at provoking and creating unrest among 
the people living in the border zone and creating a war psychosis. 


There has been unusual activity on the Hungarian-Yugoslav 
border for the last few days. To illustrate this, we will cite a 
few things that occurred in one day. For example, in November 1951, 
on the narrow border belt about twenty kilometers from the Guard 
Post Udvar, a truckload of soldiers arrived to supplement the 
present number which is already more than is necessary for normal 
border security. Not one step by the Cominformists goes by without 
being accompanied by armed,provocation, and on this occasion there 
‘were three shots fired at a Yugoslav frontier guard, two of which 
whizgzed by his head. The same day at the Guard Post Zeleno Polje 
a group of cavalrymen were riding demonstratively, and four 
Hungarian officers were making a hasty sketch of our border 
territory. Hungarian officers and an escort arrived at the Guard 
Post Branjin Vrh in three luxurious autos and two jeeps and 
inspected our territory. At the Guard Post Torjanci a truckload 
of soldiers arrived and two luxurious autos with a group of Hun- 
garian officers arrived who also inspected our border belt. 

Similar activity has been noted on the other parts of the Hungarian 
border in the last few days. 


Such activity on the border of a peace-loving country Like Yugo- 
slavia has been conducted for the past three years by the obedient 
Hungarian followers of the USSR masters. This activity repudiates 
all their talk about peace desires’ and good neighborly relations,

Slavia signed a contract for buying 2190 tractors of 30 - 70 HP from 

- foreign firms, Deliveries will be made in the course of the month of 

- December ofthis and during the carly part of the next year. In addition 
to’ tractors, the Central Union bought also some tractor plows and other 
agricultural implements. It is expected that some of the bought tractors 
may be used for winter plowing and the total number in the course of the 
coming spring campaign. - 


Contracts for delivery of tractors and plows have been concluded 
with well known foreign firms such as: Fiat-Ansaldo of Italy, Lanz-Buldog 
of Germany, Renault and Vierson of France, and Fordson of England. 

The Central Cooperative Union of the FPRY is still negotiating to buy 

‘a further consignement of plows, trailers and other agricultural machines 
for our cooperatives, and in case it finds the terms favorable, it will 
sign additional contracts. If properly exploited, these 2,190 tractors 
should mechanize work on an area of 426,700 hectares of land, All the 
bought tractors, as well as those that will be bought, and agricultural 
implements will be sold to peasant working and general agricultural

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PRIOR TO A DISCUSSION OVER CRIMES 


In ite memorandum demanding the inclusion of the question of 
hostile acts by the Soviet-dominated countries ageinst Yugoslavia as a 
sepamte item on the agenda of the U.N. General Assembly session in 
Paris, the Yugoslav delegation pointed out that the life of the Yugo~ 
slav national minorities living in those countries was also endangered, 
being subject to a systematic pressure including physical extirpation, 


This began by the cancelling of political and cultural achleve- 
ments attained by. the Yugoslav national minority. In October 1948 
the Bulgarian Government issued a decision to diss-lve the organiza-~ 
tion of the "People's Front of Yugcslave living in Bulgaria", which 
in fact was a pclitical organization of Pirin Macedonians, During 
the same year, the work of the "Union of Slav Cultural Associations 
in Rumania" was banned by the Rumanian Government, while Hungary 
simultaneously began tc exercise pressure upon the leaders of the 
"Democratic Union of Scuth Slavs", Shortly afterwards, the celebra- 
tion-of Ilin-Den was prohibited in Pirin Macedonia, bookshops selling 
books and papers published in Yugoslavia were closed down and the 
use of Macedonian language was now longer allowed in the Mavedonian 
National Theatre in Gornja Dzumaja. Finally, a group of Yugoslav 
teachers was expelled by the Bulgarian. Government with the object 
of unabling the work in Macedonian scho7ls in Pirin Macedonia; the 
Government refused to admit another group to come to Pirin Macedonia, 
The Hungarian authorities began as early as July 1948 to olose down 
cultural centres and libraries in those places where the members of 
the Yugcslav national minority lived, etc, 


In Bulgaria the. so-called action for "voluntary evacuation" of 
Macedonians from. Pirin Macedonia was undertaken; this was carried out 
by special’commissions established for this purpose. In this way a 
large number of Macedonian families was deported from. the districts 
of Petric, Sveti Vrac and Gornja Dzumaja, As soen as the Bulgarian 
authorities realized that this action appeared to be a failure, they 
began to exercise terror and undertake arrests, In Pirin Macedonta 
one cannot find a single person who wes not either arrested, or 
tried or taken to a camp under the excuse that "he was suspicious 
because of his ties with Yugoslavia", 


In Rumania at the beginning of this campaign against members of 
our national minority the most consistent defenders of the rights of 
national mincrities were subject to persecutions and arrests; this 
action was accompanied by a general persecution and deportation of 
the members of the Yugoslav national minority, <All those measures 
were carried out ina majority of cases with the personal assistance 
by the Rumanian Minister of Interior Teodor Georgesku. How cruel the 
execution of those measures was one can see from the fact that the 
deportations in Rumania were carried out by police organs and army 
units who used to penetrate into the villcges where the Yugoslav 
national minority lived and put the people in some 20 to 50 lorries 
without letting them take even the most essential things such as 
clothing, ete. There are certain place where the Yugcslav minority 
lives which now have not more than half of their population left. 
During only a few days in June this year over 14,000 members of the 
Yugoslav national minority were thus dep-rted and directed to work 
in various places in the districts of, Orsava, Turn-Severin, Ploesti,

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HOSTILE ACTIVITY BY CATHOLIG CLERGY IN ISTRIA 


From various reports already published in our daily press 
one can see that a certain part of CG tholic clergy has augmented 
4te anti-national and anti-socialist activity taking advantage of 
the deepening of our democracy and aiming at diverting the masses 
from their intention of building-up socialism. 


We would like in this article to. give one of the examples of 
the activity of some olergymen. In the district of Parenzo lately 
they intensified their efforts with the object of discrediting the 
pecple!s authorities 4n the eyes of the peoples They further tried 
to influence the peasants to leave their co-operatives claiming that 
new economic measures were detrimental to their own interests, They 
also spread propagands saying that “the Av-ericans were making prepa~ 
rations to come to cur country", etc., etc. 


In Parenzo there are three clergymen who distinguished them~ 
selves recently in their hostile activity. One of them, Banko Tomazo, 
falsely describes our socialist demecracy as a Western democracy. 
Te introduction of our new system and financial measures he inter~- 
prets as the return to the old and a weakness of our people's autho- 
rity who had to yield " naving been eompelled by the Anericans to 
take such steps". He put this as follows: "Tho Av ericans have 
already gent their envoy to Yugrslavia who has eoncluded an agree- 
ment with cur Gevernment regarding the forthcoming arrival of 
American authorities in cur country. " He further stated "Natu- 
rally, everything will be settled and the only remaining questicn 
4g the time when this will occur," What is the object of his sta- 
tements of this kind, one can easily find out frem his other state- 
ments. ‘As soon as the Americans would arrive, the system will 
be changed at the example of the Western cecuntrics, 689 that there 
48 no need to obey the socialist law, but one can behave at one's 
own convenience, " 


Ancther elergyman in Fontane enccuraged the peasants to leave 
co-operatives. He also threatened the parents whe have not. bap- 
tized their children to do that as seen a6 possible, 59 that they 
might not be punished by the authorities. Of course, he failed 
tc specify which authorities, but, as the peasants know that the 
people's authorities eculd not apply aimilar measures of coercion, 
4% was understood that he meant "the new American authorities",

Den Erminio di Visignans is else spreading propage nda. directed 
against the co-cperatives, He in his turn told the peasants that 
the former owner of 25 percent of the co-operative land now possessed . 
by "Istra" co-operative, 4 certain Tommasini now living in Trieste, 
will come back in order to reclaim his land, Of course, this newe® was 
false, but it had a definite aim to dGisoricnteate the members of this 
en-operative by creating confusion among them. 


All this propagenda is being spread under the excuse that there 
is "freedom" and (democracy! 4a our country. In fact, the state has 
been separated from the church and the clergy has been given an oppore 
tunity freely to perform their religious duties, but not to carry out 
actions directed against the achicvements attained by our peoples, 


It ig true that we are deepening our socialist democracy, but 
as regards the broad people's masses and to the advantage of the ful- 
filment of their own plans, put not to the benefit of the cnemies of 
the building-up of socialism, even under the cloak of the clergy. 
The masses can also use their right at large in defending their achie- 
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
